We feel that in this design we 
have produced a unit. It is not a 
tower or top, placed on a build- 
ing—it is all one building. 
~ It climbs into the air naturally, 
carrying up its main structural 
lines, and binding them together 
with a high open parapet. Our 
disposition of the main structural 
piers on the exterior has been 
adopted to give the full utilization 
of the corner light in the offices, 
and the view up and down the ave- 
nue. 

Our desire has been not so much 
an archzologica) expression of any 
particular style as to express in 
the exterior the essentially Amer- 
ican problem of skyscraper con- 
struction, with its continued verti- 
cal lines and its inserted horizon- 
tals. It is only carrying forward 
to a final expression what many of 
us architects have tried already 
under more or less hampering con- 
ditions in various cities. We have 
wished to make this landmark the 
study of a beautiful and vigorous 
form, not of an extraordinary 
form. 

The area of the cross section of 
the central] motif of the top plus 
the area of its several supports is 
3,360 square feet, and thus within 
the 3,600 square feet allowed, the 
frontage of the top on the street 
being also within the building law. 

It is perhaps not necessary to 
call attention to the fact that the 
upper part of the building has 
been designed not only for its own 
outline and composition, but for 
the possibilities of illumination 
and reflected lighting at night.

this page that he has, in the architec 
tural phrase, “stepped back "—his 
building from only one side. That with- 
drawing of the main structure comes 
at a height of 200 feet. But by the de- 
vice—we think it a stroke of genius— 
of confining the back stepping to one 
side of the building the architect has 
preserved on the boulevard side and 
the north and south sides the effect of 
a nearly square tower lifting its 
mighty bulk to a height of 400 feet.

As Austin avenue. will bound the 
building on the south, the view of its 
superb lines from street level to roof 
can never be cut off on that side.

Senate Caucus. 

Washington, D. C., Dec. 2.—Success 
crowned the filibuster of senate Demo- ' 
crats against the Dyer anti-lynching 
bill today when Republican senators 
in party caucus voted to abandon the 
measure completely. 

The Republican majority actedvafter 
‘the Democrats by what is generally 
conceded to have been one of the most 
efficiently conducted fil.busters in the 
history of the senate had prevented the 
transaction of any business for the 
fourth consecutive legislatve day. The 
obstructionist tactics of the Demo- 
crats, moreover, were threatening more 
than a thousand presidential nomina- 
tions, which, if unconfirmed by’ Mon- 
day noon, when the special session 
ends, must be again submitted. 

Lets Majority Decide. 

The Republican cauctég was preceded 
by a conference attended by Senator 
Lodge of Massachusetts, the Republi- 
can leader; Senator Curtis of Kaneas, 
the Republican whip, and Senator 
Shortridge of California, in charge of 
the Dyer bill. Senator Shortridge, who 


has been unmovable throughout the 
filibuster,@ was understood to have 
agreed at this conference, to allow the, 
fate of the bill to be decided by a ma- 
| jority caucus.

A DANGER TO POLITICAL - 
| LIBERTY. 


When the constitution of the United States was 
written and the American system of representative 
government established the house of representa- 
lives was made proportional to population. The 
senate represented states, the house represented 
people, but the southern aristocracy sought and 
obtained an unjust privilege. To the number of 
free persons entitled to representation was added 
three-fifths of the slave population. The south- 

erner voted, his property. 

It was an eyil which led directly into the civil 
war, The free industrial north was discriminated 
@eainst in behalf of the slave agricultural south. 
The slave owner was given a disproportionate and 
unjust franchise, making him more important po- 


litically than the free man of the north. 

Out of this rotten borough system, contrived aud 
maintained by. an aristo¢ratic class, came a wer, 
because theré was no other way in which to’end a 
social, ‘political and economic system repugnant 
to the real purpose of. the nation. Nearly always 
when a special class rests its privileges upon a 
mainipulation of franchise rights there is seridus 
trouble. 

The Mnglish tories*yieldéd slowly and stubbornly 
but in time:to prevent a revolution” The Prussian 
junkers did not yield until their government was 
overthrown at the end of a lost war.

Gompers and his associafes have not wanted 
a labor party. They have wanted to use political 
‘action without party processes. They offer politi-

The farmers have done much the same thing. 
With a profitable year the majority of them wouid 
}be Republicans. In adversity they would be 
Democrats. Sunshine when crops needed sun and 
rain when they needed rain were good for the 
Republican party, and if prices were good there 
was no trouble at all. Now the farmers are con- 
vipced that they need legislation as well as fair 
weather. 

Labor is the second party in the British parlia- 
ment today. It appeals to the country with 
policies and with candidates. American farmer- 
labor seeks to use a leverage of power without 
obtaining electoral consent. It does not use the 
political processes of the country, but works upon 
the political fears of the candidates regardless 
of party. , 


That is not an orderly process of politics and | 


it cannot go on forever without destroying govern- 
ment by parties. The Republican and Democratic 
parties are supposed to represent. certain funda- 
mental conceptions of government. When one is 
in power the other affords the needed opposition 
and criticism. 

They will cease to mean anything if their can- 
didates go into elections with involvements and 
commitments which have nothing to do with 
party principles or policies. If wets and drys, 
labor, farmers, 4nd various other powerful groups 
gperate politically by alluring ‘or attacking. can- 
didates we shall have group domination and not 
party control. 

A Republican elected because he is a dry and 
pro-labor is not elected as a Republican but as a 
dry and a laborite. He has no party because 
the elements to which he has promised support 
have not submitted an issue to the voters. They 
have dictated one to the candidate. 

The continua of government by party 
responsibility requires that groups endeavoring 
to control congress shall submit their issues in 
party declarations with party candidates pledged 
to them. Then if such an issue receives a majority 
there will. be. a government responsible to its 
source. 9

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When a cancer week stirs up the 
sleepers who should be stirred, it wakes 
up some who had planned So sleep on 
and who were safe,in so doing. 

Among those who 'are unnecessarily 
alarmed are some with skin blemishes. 
There is almost no justification for any 
fatalities from skin cancer. It is so 
easily observed that early diagnosis for 
the alert is reasonably certain, and there 
are several satisfactory cures. On top 
of these two factors there is the nat- 
ural mildness and freedom from high 
degree of malignancy of skin cancef. 

Dr. W. J. Highman thinks there are 
but few skin conditiqus which result 
in cancer. He even goes so far as to 
say that the skin of the weather beaten 
sailor, or the wind tanned farmer or 
plainsman—sometimes called  saflor's 
skin—is not lally prone to develop 
cancer. He says that birthmarks rarely 
become cancerous. The same is true of 
dermoid cysts and sebaceous cysts gen- 
erally. .

The only infections of the skin from 
which cancer is prone to develop are 
lupus, a tuberculosis of the skin, and 
syphilis; and not even in these is there 
any considerable danger. + 

About the only skin disease conditions 
and irrftations from which cancer’ is 
especially liable to develop are the fol- 
lowing: Senile skin, dry hairy skin of 
the old; the hairy growths, poisoning with 
m ‘enic and with chimney soot, chronic 
X-ray burns, chronic long continued ir- 
ritations, syphilis of the tongue, lelico- 
plakia—principally of the mouth, and 
xeroderma pigmentosa. 

There is no special danger of cancer 
developing in\a psoriasis patch or on 
a basis of eczema.

previously recognized by the United 
States, E! Universal proposes to pub 
lish the text of the “treaty” within a 
few days. 

Washington Is Interested. 


*. State deparmment officials here are in 
complete ignorance of the existence of 
any such document, it was stated to- 
day. Officials here will await the pub 
lication of its itext by El Universa. 
with much interest. 

While no official denial will be made 
of mere newspaper reports that a 
tréaty such as El Universal speaks of 
has been negotiated, it was pointed out 
in a responsible quarter that it wouid 
be impossible for the United States tu 
contract any “secret” engagements of 
a binding nature, because the United 
States senate’s ratification would bq 
required. « 

At. the Mexican embassy all com. 
ment on the E] Universal story was re- 
fused other than the simple statement 
that attachés of the erhbassy have no 
knowledge of such a treaty. 

Consider It Propaganda. 

There is a disposition in sgme quar. 
ters to believe that the treaty story is 
propaganda, intended to create djstrust 
among the delegates to the Central 
American conference on the eve of 
their opening session. “For that rea. 
son it would not occasion much sur- 
prise if the alleged text of the treaty 
should be published on Sunday, the 
day preceding the first session. In this 
connection it is noted that El Universal! 
also proposes to: publish an extensive 
series of communications between the 
United States government and officials 
of the various Central American re- 
publics on the subject of “ constituting 
a union of these countries in accord. 
ance with the views of the United 
States.”
